—Pull into traffic more cau­ 
tiously at night than in daytime. 
— Pass w ith care, making sure 
you have enough passing room. 
—Never tru st sour judgment in 
estimating speed oi an approaching 
c a rb y its headlights. 
—Stay well behind the c ar ahead 
of you and watch for his signals. 
—Watch for oncoming d riv e rs 
w7ho may be out of their lanes. 
—Be a lert for vehicles stopped 
on the roadway with poor—or no­ 
ughts. 
—Alert other d riv e rs with flares 
or lights if your car becomes d is ­ 
abled, and get it off the road. 
— Don’t overdrive your 
head­ 
lights. At GO miles an hour it will 
take you about .470 feet to stop. Yet, 
you see only about 200 feet ahead. 
— Puton directional signals well 
in advance of turning. 
—Don’t use parking lights when 
in motion. 
—Make adjustments 
for 
bad 
weather, 
which 
fu rth er reduces 
your vision. 
—Keep y our windshield and win­ 
dows clean, inside and out. In night 
driving the glare of oncoming head­ 
lights diffused against the film may 
bl inc! you or make you fail to see un­ 
lighted objects. 
—If an approaching d riv e r fails 
to dim his lights, don’t keep your 
bright lights on also. Slow down, 
dim your lights and keep your eyes 
on the Shoulder of the road or the 
lane edge to guide you.

With the holiday season and all 
of its goodies here we thought that 
we might pass along the results of 
a study by three skin specialists as 
reported by the Associated P ress. 
These men say that their research 
shows that chocolate is not related 
to acne. 
Their report w as published in the 
Dec. 15 issue of the Journal of the 
Am erican Medical Association. The 
r e s e a rc h was under-w ritten by the 
C hocolate M anufacturers A ssocia­ 
tion of the U .S.A . 
These men note that while no 
foods a re favored for acne victims, 
many a re inveighed 
against with 
holy furor. 
"One rem arkable feature c h a r ­ 
acte riz e s the list of foods forbidden 
for acne v ic t im s ,” they say. "All 
of the blacklisted items a re delicious 
and delectable 
to the adolescent 
taste. ” 
They include nuts, candy, soda 
pop. 
shellfish, cheese and m alted 
milk. 
None of the foods is m ore 
universally condemned than choco­ 
late, they say. 
"It is a r a r e general practitioner 
and an odd derm atologist who is not 
persuaded that chocolate aggravates 
a c n e .” 
The results of their tests on 65 
subjects indicated no relationship 
between chocolate and acne. 
’’Acne is enough of a curse with­ 
out its victim having to be deprived 
of the pleasure of eating. ” the doc­ 
tors wrote.

Railroads Pay 
Over $20,000 In 
Taxes In County 
Current annual taxes paid 
to the various government 
agencies by Texas railroads 
in Jones County totaled $20, 
665, it is announced by the 
Texas Railroad Association. 
That amount was the coun­ 
ty’s share of the nearly $11, 
000,000 the railroads paid in 
Texas on their own right of 
way and other property. 
The biggest railroad con­ 
tribution was to the shcool 
systems 
throughout 
the 
state. Large sums were al­ 
so distributed to city, village 
and county governments and 
for road and bridge funds, 
In addition, of course, was 
the large total in taxes the 
more than 30,000 railroad em­ 
ployees in Texas contributed 
on their own property. The 
vast majority of rail work­ 
ers, many of whom live in 
Jones County, own their own 
homes. 
"We are pleased that nearly 
half of the taxes paid by the 
railroads in Texas go to .sup­ 
port the schools," said Wal­ 
ter Coven, general counsel of 
the Texas Railroad Associ­ 
ation. 
‘The future of our 
country depends to a great 
extent upon the education of 
our youth,” he said. 
"Recognizing this need for 
education, many of the rail­ 
roads operating in Texas also 
continue 
to make scholar­ 
ships available
